At  a  meeting  held  Oct  8  the  following 
directors  were  added  : — L.  W.  Bates, 
Ella  M.  Bates,  Clara  Hyland,  Salome 
Litchfield.

Reed,  Rev.  Will  C.  Wood,  At 
this  meeting  it  was  also  voted  to  have 
the  library  In  the  church  for  the  pres- 
tnL  The  constitution  was  also  ac- 
:epted  at  this  meeting.  It  consists  of 
eight  acts.  There  are  now  over  one 
hundred  volumes  of  good  reading  mat- 
There  are  eighteen  members. 
About  forty  in  all  draw  books,  al- 
igh  the  time  of  opening  has  been 
somewhat  irregular.  Mr.  Wood  has 
the  thanks  of  this  community  for  his 
valuable  aid.  We  are  living  in  an  age 
of  books.  Everyone  reads  something. 
What  to  read  is  the  great  question. 
Why?  Because  books  have  a  very 
great  Influence  for  good  or  evil.  Dur- 
ing the  last  fifty  years  books  have  mul- 
tiplied immensely.  A  large  number 
of  these  are  fiction,  by  some  the  num- 
ber is  said  to  equal  that  of  all  other 
kinds.  Even  many  of  the  Sunday 
School  books,  of  which  three  or  four 
millions  are  read  weekly,  are  fiction. 
But  this  class  is  of  a  more  elevated 
kind,  having  for  their  aim  religious  in. 
struction.  Books  which  give  false  im- 
pressions of  life  cannot  be  too  strong- 
ly condemned.  [Let  us  beware  lest 
the  Influence  of  bad  books  gets  the 
mastery  of  the  young  people  of  the 
present  generation.

A-WTit«r.to-tho  Boston  Itist  anys  l —

A.  Ui  Hawrkinf  of  Lanca*lor,  Mnss., 
who-  has  one  of  the  largest  and  moat 
*uccc»rul  cslnblithmeoU  of  the  kinil  In 
coaalrT.  Mr.  Hawkins  hrtk.n  farm 
of  25  acres,  and  his  buildings  occupy 
ibout  one  and  a  half  acres.  lie  cal- 
culates to  bare  about  8,000  fowls  ev- 
ery fall,  and  carries  2,500  laylatt  hcus 
lirtvtjgk  Ike  winter.  The  buildings 
shoaled  on  tbo  soulh  slope  of  a  li 
and  comprise  six  or  wrrcn  sheds  abont 
200  /eel  in  length.  Koch  shad  is  divi- 
de*! bio  apni  tmooU  of  12  by  20,  and 
ibolfl  2"  'hens  are  allowed  tor  each 
division.  A  ynrtl  is  built  in  front-  ol 
each  apartment  ao.tliat  tho  mtmbcrt  of 
eaeh  laraily  ara  by  tbcmaelves.  Mr, 
Hawkins  believes  that  if  confined  poul 
Iry  hate  ali  their  wants  attended  lo 
Ibey  will  do  as  well  in  egg  production  ns 
■fallowed  free  range,  anil  bases  lliit 
stalemeot  upon  sororal  tests.  At  pres- 
ent he  ba*  200  hens  silling,  nil  of  which 

lo  hatch- lire-  same  day,  anil 
nection  with  this  nnfural  mode 
cuhatioo  he  has  an  artificial  incuhutnr 
of  1,000  eggcapaeity,  in  which  are  50C 
cgS*  *hich  are  doe  to  hntch  on  the 
day  as  the  egg*  nnder  the  hens, 
the  chickens  fiom  which  will  be  dis- 
tributed nmong  the  Iwo  hundred  liens. 
Il  takes  10  bushels  of  feed  dnily  for 
slock  iu  the  winlcr,  nud  a  careful 
estimate  shows  Ibat  the  cost  of  keeping 
for  the  whole  year  is  (rom  $1.10  tofl.- 
20  per  head,  and  the  net  profit  on  each 
8125to  $1.30.  The  item  of 
poultry  mnnnre  is  one  little  thought  of 

sonrce  of  revenue,  but  is  is 
that  the  collection*  of  this  article  from 
beneath  Iho  nost  amount  to  one  third 
of  the  cost  of  tbo  food  for  a  yenr. 
Last  year  Mr.  Hawkins  told  500  bur- 
ls al  $1.50  per  barrel. 
This  large  establishment  is  conduc- 
ted moat  of  ibe  yenr  with  one  assistant, 
hen  Ihe  incubating  season  nrrives, 
the  services  '  of  another  is  required. f 
Mr.  Hawkins  keeps  pnre  bred  stock  o 
the  Plymouth  Rock  variety,  nnd,  hav- 
ing  so  large  a  slock  from  which  lo  se- 
lect, he  is  enabled  to  cho*e  birds  for 
breeding  hens  which  are  very  near  the 
strndard  as  regnids  ihe  fancy  points, 
and  bo  has  met  witb  great  < 
an  exhibitor  ol  Ihis  variety  at  poultry 
shows  for  lha  past  two  years.  Thb 
reputation  which  he  achieved  is  now  nn 
additional  source  of  revenue,  as  his 
sales  of  fowls  nnd  eggs  for  hatching  al 
fancy  price*  are  rery  lnrge,  00  per  cent 
ol  which  is  net  profit,  nnd  he  also  has 
a  standing  order  for  60  to  90  dozen  of 
eggs  daily,  for  which  he  gets  the  high- 
est market  price.  Mr.  Hawkins  began 
al  tbo  age  of  21,  his  father  assisting 
him  in  order  lo  keep  him  at  home. 
The  first  year  he  creeled  one  shed  and 
slocked  it,  and  by  careful  maiingcmt 
nnd  economy  he  wns  able  to  add  t 
more  buildings  tha  following  year  from 
bis  profits,  and  bis  busines*  has  bean 
onlnrged  each  succeeding  year,  until  it 
has  assumed  its  present  mnmmotb  pro- 
portions, and  he  now  has  the  business 
well  nnder  control  and  is  enjoying 
the  age  of  28  n  very  handsome  income. 

It  mu»t  not  be  understood  that 
one  would  meet  wilh  like  succov 
requires  a  parly  who  will  give  il 
sonal  attention,  possess  n  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  diseases  o!  poultry 
ondtrcnlment  of  the  same,  and  last 
but  not  least  ncalncss  aboul  (be  prem- 
ises. If  one  possesses  these  require- 
ments, ha*  a  little  capital  und  hes 
modcralo  attack  of  what  is  known  i 
'ben  fever,'  we  Ibink  that  poultry  cj 
be  made  to  pay."

Trim  ihem  to  two  branches.  Make 
a  trellis.  Two  slats  are  enough  to  start 
with.  Many  make  a  mistake  by  allow- 
young  vine  to  run  on  half  a 
dozen  slats,  reaching  half  as  high  as  a 
two  story  bouse,  and  by  Ihis  practice 
the  grapes  bear  too  high,  as  this  fruit 
ilwnvs  found  on  tbe  top  of  Ibe  tine, 
and  the  energy  expended  to  lorve  the 
nutriment  through  so  much  wood,  nnd 
the  extra  food  demanded  to  support  that 
wood,  before  it  gets  to  the  lruit.  would, 
if  that  extra  waste  of  energy  conld  be 
sent  into  tbe  Irnit,  make  larger  bunches, 
larger  berries,  and  also  a  larger  and 
belter  crop  ol  grapes.
